The amendment after final will not be entered because the newly added 
amendment to claim 19 regarding what Applicants refer to as functional language does 
not have clear support in the specification and hence could be new matter, or at least 
the examiner can not find such support. Also the newly added amendment presents 
new issues regarding a search and the application of new art to meet the newly added 
limitation in the claims, or at least claims 19 and its dependent subject matter. 
Therefore, the amendment after final does not place the application in better form for 
appeal. 

Response to Arguments 

The arguments regarding the references applied of record are noted. With 
respect to Centrum, the argument that there is no motivation to combine is noted, 
however, the reference clearly teaches the nutritive value of the magnesium/calcium 
balance. Thus, since it is disclosed as being used in a vitamin, hence it would have 
been obvious to use these individual components for their nutritive value with other 
ingredients for purpose of treating water quality since these components would have 
been expected to provide successful results for biological decomposition. 

The deficiency of the JP reference is noted, however, the reference does indeed 
teach the nutritive value of the ingredients disclosed by the reference which again would 
have been obvious to combine with the primary reference for purpose of treating water 
quality since these components would have been expected to provide successful results 
for biological decomposition. Overall, in response to applicant's arguments against the 
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references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
